REMARKS 



The present response is to the Office Communication mailed August 24, 2006. 
Claims 1-13 are standing for examination. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. Claims 1-13 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Zahariev (US 6,035,104) hereinafter Zahariev. 

In response to the Examiner's rejections and statements, applicant herein amends 
the independent claims to overcome the 1 12 rejection and to more particularly point out 
patentable features of applicant's invention. 

Specifically, applicant herein amends claims 1 and 8 to recite "an Internet 11 . The 
claims are also amended to positively recite that the system automatically navigates to 
and retrieves data specific to a user. 

Applicant argues that Zahariev fails to teach or suggest that the system 
automatically navigates to and retrieves and aggregates data specific to a user. The 
Examiner states; "As per claim 1, Zahariev discloses an a site connected to the Internet 
network [see Figure 3] retrieving and aggregate data [data messages] specific to a person 
[user's and client's workstation] from one or more other sites (see column 1, lines 25-30 
and 45-50; column 2, line 34- column 4, line41; examiner consider using communication 
LAN, WAN, to retrieving records [email message] of communication events [email] of 
customer [particular client or user] as an a site connected to the Internet network 
retrieving and aggregate data specific to a person from one or more other sites);" 

Applicant argues that the client or user's action of manually accessing their ISP to 
select and download or forward email messages cannot read on applicant's claim 
limitations reciting; "a site connected to an Internet network enabling the system to 
automatically navigate to and retrieve and aggregate data specific to a person from one or 
more other sites." In the art of Zahariev the server system receives emails addressed to 
subscribers and pushed to it from other servers as is known in the email art. The server or 
system of Zahariev does not navigate to other sites on the Internet for the purpose of 
retrieving and aggregating data on behalf of a user, as claimed. Zahariev merely receives 
and processes emails as instructed by a subscriber (Col. 1, line 45; Col. 2, lines 57-58). 
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The art of Zahariev also fails to monitor other sites, as claimed. Because emails are 
addressed and pushed to subscribers at the email server, monitoring other sites is not 
taught or remotely suggested. 

Applicant argues that the art of Zahariev teaches an email serve r receiving email 
and forwarding the email to a location specified by the user. The word "retrieve" means 
to locate, read and gather data, as defined in the English language and in light of 
Applicant's specification. To "receive" means that the data is handed to you, or at least 
pushed from the ISP. Applicant herein amends the claims to specifically recite navigating 
to and retrieving data, which clearly distinguishes applicant's limitation from Zahariev' s 
ability to "receive" emails. In the applicant's case the service "pulls" the information. In 
the email case the emails are pushed to the email server. The difference must be quite 
clear. 

Applicant believes claimsl and 8, as amended, are patentable over the art of 
Zahariev as argued above. Claims 2-7 and 9-13 are patentable on their own merits, or at 
least as depended upon a patentable claim. 

As all of the newly presented claims standing for examination have been 
demonstrated to be patentable over the art of record, applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration, and that the present case be passed quickly to issue.
